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Preface. 


T is an arrestive fact that Sanctuary Worship in the 
Free Churches has retained its principal features almost 
unaltered during several generations. The charm of 

a warm and reverent simplicity, which has characterised 
the worship of our Churches, has become, in many cases, 
a fixed and stereotyped simplicity. Apart from hymn- 
singing, and chanting of the Psalms, and, possibly, the 
chanting, or repetition of the Lord’s Prayer, the people 
have uo active part in the Service. The desire, 
which many Free Church worshippers have long enter- 
tained, for an Order of Service which would provide, in 
addition to free prayer, congregational responses, is now 
a vocal demand, heard more clearly and more insistently 
since the Great War multiplied the heart-breaks of the 
world. Dr. John Hunter anticipated this demand when 
he issued, some twenty-five years ago, his helpful “Devo- 
tional Services for Public Worship.” We have ventured, 
pursuing somewhat different lines, to follow in his train. 


Our aim has been to prepare a sufficient variety of Ser- 
vices to render unnecessary the too frequent use of any 
one Form. When congregations use the same order through- 
out the Christian Year there is little stir of attention, 
and often a thoughtless and parrot-like response. Perhaps 
this fact, more than any other, accounts for the prejudice 
in Free Church circles to liturgies as such. They may so 
easily become mechanical and formal. Yet, the liturgical 
element in worship surely has its value and its place, and 
the truly worshipful heart will see to it that it is not 
abused. 


It has occurred to us that more general use: might be 
made of hymnal responses, as well as of the ordinary 
chanted, or spoken response. Hence the frequent intro- 
duction in the Services of sacred songs. In every Service, 
too, provision has been made for a period of Silent Prayer, 
followed by a Prayer.of Adoration. We need in our Free 
Church Order “more quiet resting-places for secret silent 
prayer and adoring wonder.” 
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“Sweet thought of God! now do thy work 
As thou hast done before. 


The very thinking of the thought 
Without or praise or prayer, 

Gives light to know, and life to do, 
And marvellous strength to bear.” 


The soul asks for moments of adoring stillness in which this 
“thought of God” may fill the mind. We are not without 
hope that “Sanctuary Worship” will do something towards 
meeting this wide and acknowledged need. 


Service XVI., “The Dial,” is practically the Form used by 
Bishop Andrewes ; Service XVII., “The Name,” is based upon 
a passage in Christina G. Rossetti’s “The Face of the Deep,” 
and the General Service of Intercession (VIII.) is an adapta- 
tion which Dr. John Hunter has kindly allowed us to make 
of his Form. We are indebted to Mr. John Oxenham for 
permission to build Thanksgiving Service (C) upon his won- 
derful “Te Deum of the Commonplace” {vzde 41st Edition 
of “Bees in Amber”); and also to Prof. Arthur S. Way for 
the privilege of using in Service XXVI., “Christmas (Adis 
extracts from his translation of “The Epistles of Paul.” In 
preparing Service XI. use has been made of the “Prayers 
in Time of War” issued “by Authority” by the S.P.C.K. 
The source of the various invocatory prayers is indicated 
in loco, and grateful acknowledgment is hereby made of the 
favour of all publishers concerned. 


And now (turning from the distant plural to the more 
intimate singular) let me say, as Robert Collyer once said 
of one of his sermonic volumes, that I let this book go out 
into the world, feeling almost as if it were one of my 
children. I cannot be indifferent to its reception, because 
I love the worship of the Sanctuary which it seeks to 
encourage and to make more helpful and more real. If 
it should be blessed with a long life and a fruitful ser- 
vice, I shall rejoice greatly; but, let its career be what it 
may, I shall still be glad that it was born.

If announce- 
ments are made and offertory received after the Prayer, or 
after the Sermon, the spiritual atmosphere is often dis- 
turbed. A ‘brief. extempore Prayer at the close of the 
Sermon may be most helpful. The children should be 
encouraged to sing part, if not the whole, of their Hymn 
by themselves. 


The Responsive Sentences are intended to be read 
alternately by the Minister and Congregation. If the marks. 
of punctuation are observed, the Congregational readings. 
will be in perfect unison. 


The Responsive Services provide for various kinds of 
Responses. The Hymnal Responses will naturally be sung; 
other. Responses may either be chanted, or read, as may be: 
found most convenient, and as Congregations prefer. 


Opportunity for United Silent Prayer and Adoration,. 
when the soul waits, all hushed, before God, ought to be given 
we think, in every service. This period of stillness not only 
meets the spiritual needs of men and women of Quaker sim- 
plicity and mystical mind—and such worshippers are to be 
found in every Congregation—it enables all more effectually to 
practise the Presence of God, and to lay firmer hold on the 
things for which they have been led to intercede. There is a
